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SMALL-TOWN PRO 
PLAYS 343 HOLES 
IN SINGLE DAY 


NEW BERN, N. C.—(UP)— 
A small-town golf pro who 
never quite got over his Ma- 
rine training has smashed an 
11-year-old world record for 
consecutive golfing by com- 
pleting 343 holes in one day. 

Grant Bennett set a mark 
87 holes better than that es- 
tablished in 1938 by Stan 
Gard, of New South Wales. 

The 196-pound pro sank the 
last putt at 11:59 Thursday 
night. His left hand was burn- 
ing with a huge blister which 
he said slowed him down over 
the last 50 holes. 

Bennett girded himself for 
the marathon by downing a 
big steak just before midnight 
Wednesday. He teed off in a 
drizzling rain down a fairway 
lighted by car headlights and 
spectators carrying torches, 
lanterns and flashlights.

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A Great Jurist Retires 


Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of Marietta, 
goes into well-deserved retirement with 
the deep respect and admiration of the 
public as well as members of the bench 
and bar. 

Judge Sibley, both as a U. S. District 
Judge and as a member of the U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, from which he 1s 
retiring, has established a record equalled 
by few jurists. He was appointed to the 
Federal bench in the North Georgia Dis- 
trict by President Woodrow Wilson in 
1917. In the ensuing 13 years Judge Sibley 
disposed of 15,000 criminal cases without 
a single reversal in the higher courts. 

As a result of Judge Sibley’s recom- 
mendations the famous Wickersham Com- 
mission was appointed by President Her- 
bert Hoover in 1930 to make a national 
survey of the prohibition law Later the 
same year President Hoov-r, a Republican, 
appointed Judge Sibley to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals.. Because it was based 
on obvious ability, the appointment was 
applauded by both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. 

Judge Sibley’s record on the Court of 


Appeals has’ been outstanding. Lawyers 
the country over study his decisions with 
great eagerness.

The kind of training that is needed is 
not. available, nor can it be made avail- 
able in the large number of small high 
schools scattered throughout most Georgia 
counties. What is needed, Dr. Van Leer 
thinks, is consolidation so that each coun- 
ty will have a high school of from 700 to 
1,000 students. Only in that way can 
Georgia afford to give the kind of train- 
ing high school students must have if 
they are to learn the technical skills that 
wili serve them so well. 

A great many counties and school of- 
ficials already are thinking along these 
lines. A few counties have consolidated 
schools and more will follow. We think it 
would be well for county lines to be dis- 
regarded in cases where consolidations ad- 
vantageously can be made across county 
lines. Georgia can’t afford so many schools 
which fail to provide the kind of training 
most needed. 


WASHINGTON—The confidence of Sen. Robert A. Taft in his ability to win re-election strictly 
on his own steam was demonstrated this week when he declared for a change in the Ohio ballot 
that would end “party ticket” voting and require the placing of an “X” opposite the name of every | 


candidate favored. 

An amendment to that effect, sponsored by 
the Republican organization, is to be passed upon 
in a State-wide referendum next November. The 
Democratic Party, or at least its labor-union wing, 
has been vigorously opposing this change. 

Ohio is one of the few States in the Middle 
West still clinging to the old-type ballot, by 
which a single cross-mark votes for all candi- 
dates in the party column from Governor and 
U. S. Senator to town constable. 

Until recently the Republicans preferred this 
system on the theory that their machine was 
most effective and the State was normally Re- 


publican. 


Latterly, however, Republican confidence 
én both these counts has weakened. Labor 
unions, which have largely taken over the 
Democratic Party in. the cities, have been 
doing better in getting out their vote than 
the Republican organization in rural sec- 
tions. Also, the class-conscious urban voters 
increasingly have tended to vote a straight 
Democratic Party ticket. 


So the Republicans decided they would do 
better under the practice, long favored by po- 
litical reformers, of requiring separate votes for 
each office. 

Straight ticket voting by labor unionists is 
not the only reason why this change, if adopted, 
may help Sen. Taft next year. 

Top position on the Ohio ballot is held by 
the candidates for Governor, and the present 
Democratic occupant of that office, Frank J 
Lausche, invariably has run well ahead of other 
candidates in his party column. 

On the existing ballot, Lausche’s name at the 

head of the ticket is calculated by Ohio politi- 
cal experts to add anywhere from 100,000 to 
200,000 “straight ticket” votes for every other 
candidate in the Democratic column. 
- This condition is the more pronounced, as to 
next year’s election, because no one of the Re- 
publicans so far een mee for gubernatorial 
nomination even remotely matches Gov. Lau- 
sche’s politica] appeal. 

Democrats, on the other hand, are hard put 
for a candidate in opposition to Sen. Taft. Since 
Gov. Lausche not only declined thts role but in- 
dicated a degree of sympathy for the Taft-Hart- 
ley law, the labor unions have been trying to 
persuade Murray Lincoln, Executive Secretary of 


the Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, to seek the 
Democratic nomination for Senator.

Looking Back at 
The Mayor's Race 


William B. Hartsfield, who is by way of be- 
coming one of the nation’s famous Mayors, is 
, political to his finger tips, but has most of his 
political trouble because he likes to argue. Time after time he will 
receive delegations making requests and engage in a give-and-take 
argument in which he may pound the table, emphasize the weak 
spots in their presentation, and otherwise chivvy and harass the 
seeking citizens until they sit there hoping and trusting the Lord 
will smite him. He usually ends up by giving the committee what 
they want, but the recipients never appreciate it. Instead of going 
away glowing with gratitude, they trudge away burning like neons, 
their jowls quivering with indignation. It is important, of course, 
that all fequests be sifted and analyzed, but the Mayor’s tech- 
nique is to votes what DDT is to bees. 

He makes a lot of unnecessary enemies. When placed along- 
side the natural enemies, whose enmity is one of his greatest assets, 
they add up to a sizable total. It was a common saying around 
our town that the Mayor had “made too many persons mad” to 
be re-elected. 

It is, of course, important that Atlanta be enlarged. The cost 
of coming in would not be much. The benefits would, within a 
short time, be more than enough to offset the small extra cost. 
But, here again, this directness of the Hartsfield approach played 
into the hands of his enemies. He accused a certain element in 
the suburb to the north of being greedy and of fighting annexa- 
tion because they would have to pay a small city license tax. This 
was, insofar as the most vocal of his critics was concerned, the 
exact truth. But it allowed.them to charge him with being irasci- 
ble, hot-tempered, and it did focus attention on the extra costs. 
Now, I suggest to the Buckhead boys that they demand to come 
into the city. The only way they are going to defeat Bill Hartsfield 
is to come in so they can- vote against him. The long-distance 
effort failed. 


: That is one side of it. On the other are 
Accomplishments major accomplishments. What the oppo- 
sition- of the past has never been able to get around, is that At- 
lanta has been a well-managed city, everything being relative and 
political management never as efficient as private. 


It also is true the Mayor of Atlanta has little power. It is 
Council, and only Council, which can initiate action. Yet it is 
also true that when a citizen is upset about some real or fancied 
failure of his city, he never so much as thinks of Council—he 
swears about the Mayor. 

The Mayor does have administrative influence and a veto. At- 
lanta has a good financia] balance. It was argued that during the 
war all cities did well and may have surpluses. The point is that 
those cities which had corrupt Mayors have neither a surplus nor 
anything to show for their money. The cities which had ineffi- 
cient Mayors are in the same condition. Mayor Hartsfield has 
been a good administrator. ! 


He represents the city well. He speaks with great skill, pos- 
sesses a fine sense of humor, and is a good ambassador. It was this 
record of accomplishment which brought him through. He is a 
very solid person. 


Negroes Mayor Hartsfield received, apparently, about two- 

thirds of the Negro vote, which all candidates sought. 
This, too, reflected his administration and a political development 
in Hartsfield himself. While it is not well received by some, the 
Negro citizen, who is qualified, is going to participate in elections 
in increasing numbers. All voters, regardless of race, in all States 
and in all elections, vote for the candidate who seems to offer an 
administration which will best meet their needs. Under the Mayor, 
Atlanta has made much progress in Negro schools, though admit- 
tedly there is a great deal yet to be done. There has been a start 
at Negro parks. Negro police have been added and have done a 
satisfactory job. There is a request for a fire department in the 
Negro section. Other Southern cities have had Negro fire stations 
in regions where Negro population is heavy for a good many years. 
Nashville, Tenn., for example, established a Negro fire station at 
least 30 years ago. It makes sense that a combination precinct 
firé and police station would not merely be right in keeping with 
the policy of segregation, but would make sense as well. To put a 
Negro fire station in a Negro community to put out fires in Negro 
houses violates no Southern tradition, but rather fulfills them. At 
any rate, the election produced no bloc vote. Many Negroes pre- 
ferred Mayor Hartsfield’s opponent. 


Loser Charlie Brown, who ran a good second, is one of the 

city’s finest young men. Had he won the city would 
still have been in good hands. Politics is not an exact science. But 
the suspicion will always remain that Charlie Brown had some 
bad advice. He had a fine product to sell, and a product which 
had had wide acceptance—namely, Charlie Brown. His political 
advsers persuaded him to quit selling Charlie Brown and engage 
in a sniping attack on the Mayor. The first choice of the Rlaza 
Park, was vulnerable. Bringing in the Winecoff fire and the Mar- 
garet Mitchell death was not in the best of taste. Other charges 
It was like flinging a handful of shot. Charlie Brown’s 
last speech—on election night—seemed to me the only effective 
one, and it was too late. Like last-minute charges, last-minute 
speeches mean little. By the time election day is at hand, minds 
are made up. This may not be an accurate analysis. That is the 
way it seemed to me. I hope Charlie Brown will stay in politics. 
His kind improves the breed.

The outcome of these battles will deeply 
affect the future of the American labor movement. 


The first battle for which Murray is grooming his battalions |

Most observers are sure that the industry will immediately reject 
the board’s findings as prejudiced.

Editor Constitution: No more deceptive, dan- 
gerous scheme is being sold to the American 
public than the attractive ideal of a world gov- 
ernment to promote peace on earth. At first 
glance this seems a sensible, simple plan for de- 
veloping backward regions, raising their stand- 
ards of living and creating an international de- 
mocracy. But to those of us who have lived, 
worked and traveled in foreign countries and 
who know the tremendous differences in evolu- 
tionary development and civilization of various 
peoples, the impossibility of immediately lifting 
less civilized races and nations to a common 
level where each will meet is responsibilities 
is clear. As in the case of social equalization 
schemes in the United States, the more intelli- 
gent, capable and prosperous are burdened to 
aid those on the lower levels, thus seriously 
crippling those in the upper scale of evolution. 
The net result is to drag down the leaders and 
hinder progress. 

The upward development of the world de- 
pends entirely on permitting and encouraging 
superior individuals and nations to progress as 
rapidly as possible (the secret of America’s suc- 
cess), otherwise the growth of civilization with 
its higher morals and better living will be 
checked or forced downhill. Since the United 
States is the most highly developed and pros- 
perous of, all nations, it is evident that its human 
material resources would be weakened to the 
danger point to support other countries which 
are either decadent (like Britain) or at lower 
evolutionary levels (like Liberia and Ethiopia). 

Peace can come only from righteousness and 
justice in the hearts of men, and the way to 
attain that is through a mighty Christian cru- 
sade to establish the Kingdom of God through- 
out the world.

To Join Some One Club 


By GLADYS BEVANS 
In case you did not happen to a read yesterday’s col- 
umn quoting a young high school graduate, let me sketch 


briefly what it was about. 


It had to do with the various 


clubs which were formed in the high school from which 
she had graduated the year before: drama club, art club, 


choral club, and so on. 

She deplored that comparatively 
few students were admitted to 
these clubs: and that the power to 
vote candidates in or out was an 
entirely arbitrary matter decided 
by a few snobbish student commit- 
tees. This cavsed manv unneces 
sary heartaches, and my young 
friend felt that the schoo! princi 
pal or students’ counselor or some 
other adult suited for the task 
should have seen to .t that these 
clubs were run on a faire: basis. 

I realize that these aims are not 
easily achieved: but the way in 
which such clubs are conducted is 
as important a part of education as 
are geometry or biology or Latin 
or history. Now in one junior high 
sc:.0o! I know of-—-which, as you 
are aware, includes the seventh 
and eighth and ninth grades—the 
matter of the students’ ~pecia! in- 
terests is very skillfully handled. 

In the first place, al] these nop 
academic activities are ca:lec on 
during school hours. This means 
the the time spent on them is 
somewhat controlled. But more im- 
portant, it means that busy teach. 
ers are not drawn into projects for 
hours. after school—time which 
the, need for their work or for 
relaxation. 

This experiment—or really it 
was rather a proved success—was 
carried on in a junior high school 
of about 1,000 boys and girls, cov- 
ering, as I mentioned, the last two 
years of grammar schoo. and the 
first year of high. After the 
various clubs of specia! interest 
were formed, there were opportu- 
nities for all the students to join 
some one club—no more. The 
groups varied in size, of course, 
but there were never more than 60 
in a group, often less. 

Incidentally, every student was 
“required to join some group, the 
choice being entirely his or her 
own. Since there were many teach- 
ers with many different interests, 
there was sure to be one club 
whose activities would appeal, and 
there was room for everyone.
